LONDON, Nov. 24 •— Germ an 
arm ies on the w estern front today 
are losing the m ightiest battle of 
all tim e, according to vieMs ex­ 
pressed in Allied high m ilitary 
circles. Mhere the situation in the 
Vosges m ountain sector w as scru­ 
tinized with p articu la r interest. 
The Nazis position in the Vosges 
! on the M’estern bank of the Rhine 
river, was described as being “tom 
into sh re d s' by m asterful planning 
and tim ing of the Allies' Alsace 
cam paign. 
Enem y forces rem aining along 
the heights of the Vosges moun 
tain ranges w’ere considered by ob­ 
servers as being in an alm ost hope­ 
less plight. Their bleak chance of 
escape was com pared to the con 
dition of other G erm an forces who 
have fallen before them -—the be­ 
leap u red Nazi defenders of N or­ 
m andy who w ere trapped in the 
closing jaw s of a pincer th a t bit 
into the Falaise gap. 
Allied m ilitary experts adm itted 
th a t progress is slow on the north­ 
ern end of the G erm ans’ once- 
vaunted M’est wall. The com para­ 
tive snail pace of Allied advances 
in the H urtgen forest area and 
northw ard into the N etherlands 
w as 
attributed 
largely 
to 
the 
w eather, the inclem ent elem ents 
apparently having proved as much 
of a barrier as the G erm an shells 
and bullets. 
Regardless of the slow tem po of 
progress in the N orth, observers 
kept one main point in mind. They 
can not find one single spot along 
the entire W estern front where the 
G erm ans yet have succeeded in 
halting General D w ight D. Eisen­ 
how er's m ighty offensive drive! 
It is believed generally th a t the 
bloodiest and m ost rugged battles 
rem ain to be fought before the 
N azis finally cave in. O bservers op­ 
tim istically 
point 
out, 
however, 
th a t 
the 
trem endous 
pressure 
G eneral Eisenhow er’s six arm ies 
have exerted from the Vosges to 
H olland undoubtedly has strained 
the G erm an front line defenders to 
very nearly their lim it of endur­ 
ance. 
A sudden Allied break-through 
would be no very g re a t surprise to 
the men closely in touch w ith 
W estern F ront operations.
